ROLF  SCHARRE 


Born  in  Dresden,  Rolf  Scharre  studied  philosophy 
at  the  universities  of  Freiburg  and  Goettingen 
but  eventually  left  the  academic  field  to  devote 
himself  to  the  art  of  mime.  From  1956  until  i960 
he  was  the  student  in  Paris  of  Etienne  Decroux, 
the  founder  of  modern  pantomime  and  the  teacher 
of  Jean-Louis  Barrault  and  Marcel  Marceau0  Since 
i960  Mrc  Scharre  has  spent  much  of  his  time 
touring  extensively  throughout  Europe,  Asia, 
and  Africa,  performing  as  a  solo  mime  and  as  a 
teacher  of  mime  and  pantomime a  As  a  director 
and  choreographer  he  has  worked  at  many  of  the 
most  famous  European  theatres,  including  the 
Duesseldorf  Schauspielhaus ,  the  Vienna  Burgtheater, 
the  Hamburg  Schauspielhaus,,  and  the  Cologne  and 
Frankfurt  opera  houses.  He  was  the  director  of 
the  German  premiere  of  Luigi  Nono's  opera 
Intoleranza  and  has  directed  a  number  of  works 
of  various  kinds  for  television <,  He  was  engaged 
by  Wieland  Wagner  for  the  Bayreuth  Festival  in 
1962,  and  in  1963  he  was  summoned  to  Stockholm 
by  Ingmar  Bergman  to  serve  as  a  guest  lecturer 
at  the  Kungl  Dramatiska  Teaterno  For  a  number 
of  years  he  has  collaborated  with  Professor 
Schuh  in  staging  the  Salzburg  Festival 0  At 
present  Mr0  Scharre  is  Artist-in-Residence  and 
Special  Lecturer  in  Dramatic  Arts  at  Emerson 
College o 


WHAT  IS  MIME? 


Mime  is  not  a  question  of  merely  copying 
concrete  things,  situations 9  and  conditions. 
It  does  not  try  to  substitute  gesture  or 
mimicry  (such  as  the  sign  language  of  the 
deaf  and  mute,  the  technique  of  silent 
films,  or  the  miming  employed  in  various 
forms  of  dance )  for  language. 

Mime  is  rather  the  attempt  to  reveal 
things,  situations,  and  conditions;  to 
portray  their  content;  to  convey  their 
essence.  It  is  incarnation,  not  imitation. 

It  is  not  a  substitute  for  language;  it 
embodies  language.  The  bodily  attitudes, 
gestures,  and  movement  of  mime  are  not 
determined  by  music,  as  in  dance,  but  by 
the  object  or  situation  being  represented* 
As  the  embodiment  of  language ,  mime 
interprets  the  world  of  reality,  the 
objects  of  which  are  ordinarily  defined 
by  words.  Thus  it  is  the  communication 
of  ideas  and  emotions  beyond  the  realm 
of  discursive  logic.  The  performer 
interprets,  not  by  imitating,  but  by 
becoming  the  objects  of  the  external 
world*
